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STATUTS

Art. 1. Objet. La Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN), affiliee 
au Comité international des sciences historiques, a pour mission de faciliter la 
coopération entre chercheurs et institutions dans le domaine de la numismati- 
que et des sciences qui s’y rapportent. | 


Art. 2. Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres de la 
CIN: 


a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 


b. les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques sans caractere 
commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 


c. les Monnaies nationales. 


Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation an- 
nuelle fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraine l’annula- 
tion de l’adhésion. 


Art. 3. Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du Bu- 
reau, la CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les 
membres honoraires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mêmes 
droits que les membres ordinaires. 


Art. 4. Assemblées. La CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des con- 
grès internationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. 
Si aucun congrès international de numismatique n'a lieu dans un délai de sept 
ans aprés le dernier congres, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur 
décision du Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué à l'as- 
semblée générale. Un délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres ordi- 
naires. Les membres honoraires ne votent qu'en personne. 


Art. 5. Bureau. Le Bureau de la CIN est composé de neuf membres. Les 
membres du Bureau sont élus lors de l'assemblée générale. Leur fonction 
prend fin à l'assemblée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent étre réélus qu'une 
fois. Le Bureau se réunit au moins une fois par an; il s'organise lui-méme, 


c'est-à-dire qu'il élit son président et répartit les autres charges. En cas de 
mort ou de démission d’un membre, le Bureau a le droit de coopter un rempla- 
cant jusqu'à l'assemblée générale. 


Art. 6. Charges. Les membres du Bureau sont le président, deux vice-prési- 
dents, le secrétaire, le trésorier. Ceux-ci sont élus immédiatement apres l'élec- 
tion du Pureau et exercent leur charge selon les voeux du Bureau. 


Art. 7. Fonctions du Bureau. 
a. Admettre de nouveaux membres dans la CIN, 
b. recueillir et communiquer des informations aux membres, 


c. patronner des conférences et des publications numismatiques de caractère 
international, 


d. assurer, si possible, sa place à la numismatique dans les congrès des discipli- 
nes apparentées, 


e. préparer les congrés internationaux de numismatique,

discuter et approuver le budget annuel proposé par le trésorier, 


. publier un rapport annuel dans le Compte-rendu,

. fixer la cotisation annuelle. 


Art. 8. Finances. Les dépenses d’administration et de publication sont cou- 
vertes par les subventions du CISH et de l'UNESCO, les cotisations annuelles, 
les dons et les legs. 


Art. 9. Siège. Le siège de la CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 


Art. 10. Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit être 
approuvée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés à l’assemblée géné- 
rale. Toute proposition de modification doit être signifiée aux membres, par 
écrit, au moins un mois avant l’assemblée. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. La CIN peut être dissoute par la majorité des deux 
tiers des votes exprimés à l’assemblée générale. En cas de dissolution, les actifs 
de la CIN seront transférés au Comité international des sciences historiques. 


Translation 


CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission (INC) 


Art. 1. Purpose. The purpose of the INC, affiliated to the International 
Committee of Historical Sciences, is to facilitate cooperation between scholars 
and between institutions in the field of numismatics and related disciplines. 


Art. 2. Membership. The following organisations may become members of 
the INC: 


a. Public numismatic collections 


b. Non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and societies (local, 
national and international) 


c. National mints. 


Members shall be admitted by the Council and shall pay an annual subscrip- 
tion determined by the Council. Failure to pay the subscription shall termi- 
nate membership. 


Art. 3. Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary mem- 
bers at its Meetings on proposal of the Council. Honorary members do not pay 
the annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


Art. 4. Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each Internatio- 
nal Congress of Numismatics which in principle should take place every six 
years. If there is no International Congress of Numismatics within seven years 
after the last congress, a Meeting must be organized on a different occasion to 
be fixed by the Council. Each ordinary member may designate one voting 
delegate to the General Meeting. A delegate may not represent more than 
three ordinary members. Honorary members may vote only in person. 


Art. 5. Council. The Council of the INC consists of nine members. The 
Council members shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at 
the next General Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Council shall 
meet at least annually. The Council constitutes itself, i.e. it elects the Presi-

dent and distributes other offices. In the event of death or resignation of a 
member, the Council shall have the right to coopt a replacement until the 
General Meeting. 


Art. 6. Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice- 
Presidents, the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected imme- 
diately after the election of the Council and shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Council. 


Art. 7. Duties of the Council. 
a. to admit new members of the INC 
b. to collect and forward information to members 


c. to extend patronage to international numismatic publications and conferen- 
ces 


d. to ensure that numismatics are represented where possible at congresses on 
related fields 


e. to arrange the International Congresses of Numismatics 


f. to discuss and approve an annual budget proposed by the Treasurer 
g. to publish an annual report in the Compte Rendu 
h. to fix the annual subscription. 


Art. 8. Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are cov- 
ered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by annual subscriptions and by gifts 
and legacies. 


Art. 9. Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 


Art. 10. Change of constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two 
thirds majority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed 
changes must be given to the members in writing at least one month prior to 
the Meeting. 


Art. 11. Dissolution of the INC. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of 
two thirds of the votes cast at the General Meeting. In case of dissolution, the 
assets of the INC shall be transferred to the International Committee of Histo- 


rical Sciences. 


MEETING OF THE COUNCIL 


Luxembourg, May 26"-29", 1989

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting of the Council in Copenhagen, May 29". 
June 1", 1988. 


The minutes, printed in the Compte rendu 35, 1988, pp. 9-19, were adopted 
unanimously. 


2. Report by the President. 


The President gave the following report: 

“Fellow Council Members, 

In the past year, the work of the Organising Committee of the 11" Interna- 
tional Numismatic Congress, to be held in Brussels on 8-12 September 1991, has 
been continued. From the Committee all the INC members have received the 
first announcement leaflet, issued in two trilingual versions: English-Spanish- 
Italian and French-Dutch-German. We look forward to meeting the Chairman 
and other members of the Committee for mutual information and discussions 
this afternoon. 

In recent times, I regret that the working conditions at the Oslo University 
Coin Collection—my home museum—have become remarkably difficult. 
Within a short span of time, two of my closest colleagues have passed away, 
Mrs. Anne Strøm, Secretary (February 1987), and Jan H. Nordbø, Deputy 
Keeper and Curator of Greek and Roman coins (November 1988). To date, 
they could only be partly replaced, and by people whose experience in numis- 
matics was limited, if they had any at all. These circumstances do not only 
affect my own scholarly work, but also the INC President’s activity and possi- 
bilities of activity. I remind you of the fact that, according to the present 
Constitution of the INC, the President’s office is the seat of the Commission. 

I have therefore been the more happy when I have had the possibility of 
making small — albeit symbolic — contributions on different occasions. For 
the centenary issue of the celebrated periodical Rivista Italiana di Numisma- 
tica, | wrote, on invitation, an address (RIN XC, 1988, XV-XVI). At Enzes- 


feld, near Vienna, I attended the “Erstes Internationales Eckhel-Symposium”’ 
on 13-18 March 1989. This symposium was an echo of the 250" anniversary of 
the birth of the great Joseph Hilarius Eckhel, whose magnum opus, the Doc- 
trina Numorum Veterum, definitively established numismatics as a scholarly 
discipline. During the symposium, on 15 March, a statue of Joseph Eckhel was 
ceremonially unveiled in the village of Enzesfeld. Without any notice, the INC 
President was asked to take an active part in the ceremony, and he — quite 
unprepared — delivered a speech in German. On 15 April I took part in the 
celebration of the 75" anniversary of the Numismatic Society of Finland, in 
Helsinki. 

I was also able (as delegate of the Norwegian Academy of Science and Let- 
ters) to attend the annual meeting of the Union Académique Internationale, 
the 62" Session, held in Brussels on 12-18 June 1988. At the meeting, Profes- 
sor Rudi Thomsen of Aarhus, Denmark, gave a flattering report, compiled by 
the head of the INC’s Sylloge Committee, Mrs. Ulla Westermark, on the Syl- 
loge Nummorum Graecorum project (UAI’s project XXVI). 

Since its last meeting, the Council admitted three new members, which kept 
the total number of ordinary members stable : 118 members from 34 countries. 
However, there are still important countries without representation in the 
Commission; one of them is in fact Luxembourg!” 


3. Report by the Treasurer: Accounts for 1988 and budget for 1989. 


The Council took notice of the accounts for 1988, printed in the Compte rendu 
33 11988, p21 

For the year 1989 the Treasurer presented a budget of SFR 19.900.-, which 
was approved by the Council. 

Mention was made of a few member-institutions being in arrears with the 
payment of their annual subscription. 

In order to avoid banking fees, the Treasurer appeals to member-institutions 
to pay their annual membership fee (SFR 200.-) by international money-order 
to account 10-217, 970 of the Commission Internationale de Numismatique at 
the Société de Banque Suisse, rue Aeschenvorstadt, 1, CH - 4002 Basel. 


4. Membership. 


The Council welcomed the accession of three new members, who were unani- 
mously approved: 
Fondazione Andrea Pautasso per gli Studi Numismatici, Aosta, Italy 
Miinzkabinett der Museen der Stadt Gotha, Gotha, German Democratic 
Republic 
Cabinet des Médailles, Archives de la Ville de Marseille, Marseille, France. 
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During the session, the 1989 INC membership increased by one, through the 
approval of the application submitted by: 


Société d’Etudes Numismatiques et Archéologiques (SENA), Boulogne, 
France 


which was equally heartily welcomed. 
The total membership of the Commission now amounts to 118 from 34 coun- 
tries. 


5. The International Numismatic Newsletter. 


Since its publication in January 1988, no further issue has followed No. 16, 
the editor having been overburdened with work. However, it is envisaged 
that, with secretarial assistance, two issues will be produced annually. 


6. The Compte rendu. 


The Compte rendu 35, for 1988, was tabled and approved by the Council. In 
addition to the Constitution of the Commission, the reports of the Council's 
activities in the past year and the lists of member-institutions and honorary 
members, it contains details on the 1991 Brussels Congress and accounts on the 
history of the Geldmuseum der Deutschen Bundesbank, Frankfurt (by Ursula 
Hagen-Jahnke), and the Coin Cabinets of Trier (by Wolfgang Binsfeld) and 
Luxembourg (by Raymond Weiller). 

The Secretary appeals to the member-institutions already contacted about 
this matter to send him histories of their institutions, for publication in future 
issues of the Compte rendu. 


7. The 11" International Numismatic Congress, Brussels, September 8-1٨ 
1991. 


The Secretary, representing the Council of the INC in the Congress Organi- 
zing Committee, gave a short report on the meetings held in Brussels, stressing 
the major arrangements already settled. 

On May 27", a special session, reserved for this item of the Agenda, was 
attended by Professor Tony Hackens, President of the Congress Organizing 
Committee, and Maitre Maurice Colaert, member of the same Committee, in 
charge of the budget, who presented to the members of the Council a complete 
view of the progress achieved in the Committee’s work, a resumé of which 
follows. 
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a. Management. 


The Congress Organizing Committee is now composed as follows: 


Prof. T. Hackens (President; co-ordination of the Survey), Prof. P. Nas- 
ter, M. J. Jadot (protocol), M* M. Colaert (budget), M. R. Van Laere (trea- 
sury), M" Gh. Moucharte (Secretary general), M" Ch. Logie (exhibitions), 
M. J. Schoonheyt (accommodation), M. J.-L. Dengis (reception of the 
participants), M. A. Schepers (information) and M. R. Weiller (represent- 
ing the Council of the INC). M. A. G. van der Dussen, representing the 
IAPN, takes part in all deliberations concerning the Survey of Numismatic 
Research. 


A Committee of Scientific Patronage comprises: M™ J. Lallemand, M" S. 
Scheers, MM. J. Baerten, J. Bingen, R. Bogaert, P. Cockshaw, H. Frere and L. 
Lacroix (all professors or former professors of numismatics in Belgian universi- 
ties). 


b. Patronages. 


Already organised under the auspices of the INC, the Congress has been 
granted the high patronage of H. M. King Baudouin, as well as the patronages 
of M. Ph. Maystadt, Minister of Finances, and the Banque Nationale de Bel- 
gique. The personal patronage of M. Jacques Delors, President of the Commis- 
sion of the European Communities, has been obtained for the exhibition on 
European coinages through twenty-five centuries. 

The IAPN has kindly accepted to pay the publication expenses of the Survey 
and has afforded a-subsidy of SFR 10.000.- in favour of scholars confronted by 
financial problems. 


c. Official languages. 


The first announcement leaflet has been issued in two trilingual versions: 
English-Italian-Spanish and French-Dutch-German. The document which will 
accompany the registration form will be in French, Dutch, English, German 
and, eventually, Italian and Spanish. For the official programme and the 
brochure on practical information, the languages will be: French, Dutch, Ger- 
man and English. Contributions may be delivered in French, Dutch, German, 
English, Spanish and Italian. 


d. Congress location. 


The Congress will take place at the Palais des Congrès, situated close to the 
Central railway station, the air terminal, the Bibliothèque Royale Albert I" 
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and the Banque Nationale. Facilities: registration desk; 6 halls, termed: 
«Albert I" (900 places, plus 300 in the gallery), "Benelux " (270 places), 
“Dynastie A” (130 places), “Dynastie B” (65 places), “Dynastie C” (40 places) 
and “Astrid” (100 places); rooms for meetings limited to c. 30 persons; room 
for poster-sessions; room for press-conferences; secretariat; restaurant; banque- 
ting hall; bar; exchange office; post office; travel agency; Sabena office; photo- 
copier; telephones; first aid; etc. Direct access to a paying car park with reser- 
vation facility. The projectors will be handled by members of the staff of the 
Palais des Congrés. 


e. General programme envisaged. 


Sunday, September 7°": registration of participants. Monday, September 8”, 
morning: opening of the Congress, celebration of anniversaries, inaugural lec- 
ture; afternoon: section meetings and round-tables. Tuesday, September gu 
till Thursday, September 11", morning: lecture, section meetings and round- 
tables; afternoon: section meetings and round-tables. The closing session is to 
take place on Thursday, September 11 35:30 p.m., followed at 8.00 p.m. by 
a common meal. Two general round-tables are scheduled to take place during 
evenings: “Computers and Numismatics” and “Analysis and Conservation in 
Numismatics” are the proposed topics. Friday, September 12": excursions. 
Saturday, September 13": General Meeting of the International Numismatic 
Commission. 


f. Numismatic exhibitions. 


An exhibition on European coinages through twenty-five centuries, placed 
under the personal patronage of M. Jacques Delors, President of the Commis- 
sion of the European Communities, will be organised in the main exhibition 
hall of the Bibliothèque Royale Albert I” (responsible organiser: M" Ch. 
Logie). The Musée de Mariemont (Hainaut) will organise a special exhibition 
on coins and medals related to industrial archaeology. One or two other pro- 
jects are being studied. 


g. Exhibition and sale of numismatic literature. 


Scientific publications on numismatics, archaeology and history will be on 
sale in the vast corridors of the Palais des Congrés on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. 


h. Commemorative issues. 


The Minister of Finances of Belgium has given his agreement to the issue of 
an official commemorative coin by the Banque Nationale de Belgique. He fur- 
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ther authorised the striking, by the Monnaie Royale de Belgique, of a token of 
homage for meritorious persons and tokens with face-values expressed in ECU 
(European Currency Unit), the circulation of which will strictly be limited to 
the Palais des Congres for the duration of the Congress. The latter may be 
used in the bar and the restaurant or kept as souvenirs. The Belgian sculptor 
and medallist Henri Lannoye will create a medal to commemorate the 
Congress, as well as the 100" anniversary of the first International Numismatic 
Congress (held in Brussels in 1891) and the 150" anniversary of the Société 
Royale Belge de Numismatique. Fibru S.A., Brussels, has generously offered 
to strike and publish this medal. Steps have been undertaken to have a 
commemorative stamp issued through the authority of the Minister of Commu- 
nications. 


i. Accompanying persons. 


These persons are admitted to the lectures (‘‘séances générales"), the inaugu- 
rations, the receptions and the excursions, if mentioned on the registration 
form. Various activities will be suggested to them. They will only have to pay 
for optional items (excursions, common meal, etc.). 


j. Accommodation. 


Participants are free to book their hotel room individually ; but the Organiz- 
ing Committee is at their disposal if they wish the reservation to be arranged 
for them. From Centre Breughel, Centre Jacques Brel, Bed and Breakfast and 
Hótel Ibis to Royal Windsor, there is a range from the cheapest to the most 
expensive. 


k. Registration fee. 


No final decision has yet been taken as to its amount. It will allow participa- 
tion in all the activities of the Congress. Common meal, excursions, medal and 
Survey will be paid for separately. Accompanying persons will not pay the 
registration fee, but only for participation in the common meal, excursions, 
etc. Thanks to the generosity of the IAPN, it will be possible in certain cases 
to provide financial assistance to foreign scholars confronted by problems in 
this respect. | 


l. Documents. 


On their arrival, the participants will receive the official programme, the 
resumés of the contributions, a brochure containing practical information and 
the Survey (for those who ordered it). 
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m. Survey of Numismatic Research 1985-1990. 


The Committee of the Survey is composed of MM. Hackens, Naster, Colaert, 
Van Laere and van der Dussen (representing the IAPN, in charge of specific 
problems of printing and sale). No fewer than 70 scholars have been invited to 
contribute to the Survey, the progress of which is judged satisfactory. 


n. Attendance. 


No fewer than 500 preliminary applications from intending participants have 
already been registered by the end of May 1989, and many more are expected. 
Any information may be received by writing to the Secretary general of the 
Congress: M™ Ghislaine Moucharte, College Érasme, Place Blaise Pascal 1, 
B-1348 Louvain-la-Neuve (Belgium). 

Numismatists are kindly requested to send their leaflet back in order to

Almost all 
the coins of this part have been photographed. 


. Switzerland 


Bern, Historisches Museum, a formerly private collection consisting of 
c. 3.200 Greek imperial coins (B. Kapossy). 


Finland 

Helsinki, Saastopankkien Keskus-Osake-Pankki, The Erkki Keckman Col- 
lection. An additional lot of 143 coins was acquired by the bank from Mr. 
Keckman on February 17", 1989 and the total number of coins is now 
2.032, of which some 600 have been photographed. R. H. J. Ashton, Lon- 
don, is working on Rhodes (c. 400 coins) and J. Zahle, Copenhagen, has 
agreed to do Lycia (143 coins). 


Brazil 

Rio de Janeiro, Museo Historico Nacional, Museo do Banco do Brazil; Sao 
Paulo, Museo Paulista, Museu de Arqueologia e Etnologia; Manaus-Ama- 
zonas, Museo numismatico. Together c. 2.500 coins (M. B. Borba Floren- 
zano). Work is continuing but without much progress since last year. 


New Zealand 

Dunedin, Otago Museum, c. 2.000 coins (C. Erhardt). Only bad news is 
reported. The Museum has no longer a technician able to make casts, and 
there is no sponsor for a publication. 


Germany (Democratic Republic) 

Leipzig, Karl-Marx-Universitat, Sammlung der Universitäts-Bibliothek, 
Band 1, c. 1.000 coins (S. Schultz). Work has progressed well; photographs 
and casts have been made. 


Commentary 


Considerable progress has been made in the U.S.A., Great Britain and Italy 
(Milano). In other countries the sylloge series progress slowly, due to the fact 
that most contributors cannot concentrate on this work but must do it as a 
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task among many others. Technical and financial difficulties are as usual 
reported from a number of countries. There is a need for reference books, 
including sylloge volumes, in several countries (Brazil, New Zealand, East 
Europe). The members of the Council are kindly asked to send catalogues and 
other reference books to these countries.” 


9. Other projects under the patronage of the Commission. 


a. Numismatic Literature 

Report by Candace Carter, International Editor: 

“Numismatic Literature No. 120, September 1988, contained 1.023 abstracts 
and 5 pages of reviews; Numismatic Literature No. 121, March 1989, comprised 
941 abstracts and 8 pages of reviews. 

There have been several changes among the contributing editors of Numis- 
matic Literature. Two of them retired from their positions and were subse- 
quently replaced. Dr. Johan van Heesch of the Provinciaal Munt- en Penning- 
kabinet, Tongeren, replaced Professor Dr. P. Naster. Dr. Amiteshwar Jha of 
the Indian Institute of Research in Numismatic Studies replaced Dr. P. L. 
Gupta. The generous support and work by both Professor Naster and Dr. 
Gupta will be greatly missed. A third newcomer is Dr. Alan S. Walker of Bank 
Leu AG, Zürich, responsible for Switzerland. On behalf of all those concerned 
with and interested in NL, the three new contributing editors are most wel- 
come.” 


b. Coin Hoards. 


Information received from the editor-in-chief Martin Price: 

“There is nothing to add to last year's report. When the new British 
Museum computer is fully installed, we plan to prepare a volume, and hope- 
fully this will be underway by the end of 1989. There is a very great deal of 
material to be included in the next volume, and, in order to cut costs, the RNS 
would like us to produce camera ready copy.” 


c. Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae 


The Secretary read Dr. Herbert A. Cahn’s report: 

“A la fin de l'année 1988, le volume 4 a paru; le rythme biannuel a donc été 
maintenu. Les documents numismatiques illustrant les articles sont nom- 
breux. Comme exemples, citons: Europe, Euthenia, Fides, Gelas, Gorgo, Har- 
pokrates, Hebros et d'autres dieux-fleuve. Le volume 4 se termine avec la 
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premiere partie de l’article Herakles et contient, comme divinites majeures, 
Demeter/Ceres, Ganymedes, Hades, Helene, Helios (Sol) et Hephaistos. Entre- 
temps, les préparations du volume 5 avancent. La rédaction centrale de Bale 
continue ses efforts, appuyée par les équipes de Heidelberg, New York et 
Paris. Pour l'apport de la numismatique, le département des monnaies et mé- 
dailles du musée Britannique continue à nous prêter une aide trés appréciée.” 


d. Co-ordination of schemes to computerise numismatic data. 


The Chairman, Dr. Michael L. Bates, reported that the sub-committee met 
in Cambridge in September 1988, when procedures for recording coins and 
bibliography by videodisc were discussed. The sub-committee expects to meet 
again in Munich in November 1989. 


e. Inventaire des tresors monetaires protobyzantins. 


The Council granted the patronage of the Commission to this new project 
introduced by M™ Cécile Morrisson.

11. The next Council meeting 


The next Council meeting will be held in Rabat, Morocco, on May 11"-14", 
1990. 


12. Other business 


The acquisition policy practised by public collections, in connexion with the 
prevention of the illegal export of coins, was discussed. Dr. Michael L. Bates 
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and Dr. John Kent produced the official regulations observed in this respect 
by their institutions. According to the general rule, no material is acquired if 
there is reason to believe that it has been exported in contravention of the 
current laws in the country of origin, which raises the question of provenance. 
In Great Britain, hoards of gold and silver coins are protected by the Treasure 
Trove Law, and certain archaeological sites are also protected by law, including 
prohibition of surface research. Illegal finds may result in the invention of 
wrong provenances. The problem of ascertaining the provenance was further 
illustrated by Prof. P. R. Franke, who remarked that since, in Bavaria, the 
property of a hoard belongs to the State if found more than 70 cm below the 
surface, and to the owner of the land if found at a lesser depth, no hoard ever 
was reported as having been discovered beneath the crucial limit. M™ Morris- 
son informed the Council that a bill had been submitted to the Assemblée 
Nationale in January 1989, with the aim of subjecting the use of metal detec- 
tors in France to administrative authorisation. 

The Council decided to collect further information on the relevant legislation 
and acquisition policies followed in different countries. 

On the suggestion of M™ Cécile Morrisson, the Council then examined pos- 
sible measures to be taken in order to reduce its expenses. It was decided to 
hold the annual meetings by preference over week-ends, entitling the members 
to the much cheaper Apex tickets, and to try to raise funds from institutions.

The meeting was held in Luxembourg on the occasion of the 150" anniver- 
sary of the national coin collection and in order to allow Professor Tony 
Hackens and Maitre Maurice Colaert of the Organising Committee to take part 
in the session reserved for the discussion of the coming International Congress. 

Owing to the fact that over week-ends official buildings are closed, the ses- 
sions of the Council took place at the residence of its members, Hôtel Francais. 
In the evening of the day of arrival, the members were the guests of the 
Institut Monétaire Luxembourgeois (IML) at Restaurant “Don Quijote’’, in 
company with one of its directors, M. Jean Guill. On the following day, May 
27", the members of the Council met their Belgian colleagues from the Con- 
gress Organising Committee for lunch and paid a short visit to the coin exhibi- 
tion in the National Museum. Subsequently, a reception offered at Hotel 
Francais by M. Romain Probst, President of the Luxembourg Numismatic 
Society, gave them the opportunity to meet representatives of the Luxem- 
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bourg Press. The evening was spent in a country inn at Bourglinster, where 
the Secretary had invited Council members to a Luxembourg meal. On the 
afternoon of May 28", the members of the Council departed for Echternach, 
where they visited the Basilica and the Musée de l'Abbaye, guided by Profes- 
sor Jean Schroeder. The destination for the evening was Restaurant “Chalet 
de la Moselle”, Machtum, where supper was offered by the Minister of State, 
President of the Government. 

The Secretary hopes that his colleagues will retain happy memories of their 
visit by which they honoured his country.

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THE 11" INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC 
CONGRESS - BRUSSELS 1991 


Up-to-date flash on preparation for the Congress 
(See also: Meeting of the Council, item 7) 


To date the organisers have received about 900 indications of interest : persons 
or societies who want to be kept informed. About 300 numismatists have 
announced their intention to offer a paper, though only 170 have so far given 
their topic. 

Besides the traditional strength of Greek and Roman numismatics (about 70 
papers offered), the Committee has opened new sections with some success: the 
Americas and especially Central and South America; technical studies; the rela- 
tionship between numismatics, archaeology and more generally, art history ; 
jetons and tokens; and also the passage from coinage to banknotes and the study 
of banknotes. Needless to say, such sections will have a great attraction, and 
very good speakers are already promised. 

Attendance from all over the world is likely to be even greater in variety than 
hitherto, due to increased freedom of travel; only Africa and Japan remain to be 
better represented to complete the international character of the Congress. 

Special attention has been devoted to the attendance of young numismatists 
by inviting them through their professors, a procedure which has shown great 
success. 

A special exhibition about international and interregional coinages throughout 
European history, sponsored by the Commission of the European Communities, 
has been prepared at two international meetings of a scientific Committee. 

More invitations are being sent, more advertising in specialised numismatic 
newspapers is regularly done, and the world of banks, their collections and their 
staff will be specially approached. 

In addition to the four traditional general topics, which have been entrusted to 
Dr. M. Amandry, Y. Youroukova, M. Metcalf and R. Doty, there will be a 
special topic about legal aspects of the international coin trade, a theme treated 
by Professor Fiedler from Saarbrücken. Two general evening discussions about 
computers in numismatics and analysis and conservation of coins are planned. 

Other sections with specific themes (such as monetary circulation, Viking coi- 
nage etc.) may be organised to some extent at round tables, but this will only be 
done by request. 

There will be a second mailing about the Congress in the autumn, asking for 
formal application and giving all practical details about costs, accommodation 
and programme. All colleagues who sent an answer to the first leaflet will 
receive the second mailing. All special or personal questions are handled by the 
Secretary General to the Congress, Miss Ghislaine Moucharte.

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LE CABINET DES MEDAILLES DU MUSEE NATIONAL DE CRACOVIE 


Le premier statut du Musée National de Cracovie, déposé en 1883, prévoyait, 
entre autres, la création de la section n° 7, qui devait comporter une collection 
de médailles, de monnaies et de billets de banque, bref, un cabinet de numis- 
matique. 

Dans un premier temps, cette collection grandissait uniquement grâce aux 
donations; la première acquisition—du trésor de Grobla—ne fut faite qu’en 
1902. L'année suivante apporta au Cabinet la plus précieuse de toutes les 
donations qu'il reçut au long de son histoire: la collection d’Emeryk Hutten- 
Czapski, offerte par ses héritiers. Cet ensemble de 11.000 objets comprend les 
spécimens d’anciennes monnaies et médailles, qui, jusqu’à nos jours, restent 
les pièces maîtresses du Cabinet. Les dons et les legs n’arrêtèrent pas d’affluer. 
Les plus importants sont dus à Franciszek Biesiadecki, Izabela Starzenska, 
Julia Uminska, Karol Halama, Wiktor Wittyg et Leon Kostka. Peu de temps 
avant la Seconde Guerre mondiale, le Cabinet s'enrichit par le transfert de la 
collection de l’Académie des Sciences et, après la guerre, par l’incorporation 
des collections du Musée de l'Industrie. Avant de clore cette liste, il est néces- 
saire d’y ajouter le don de Jadwiga et Andrzej Kleczkowski d’un ensemble 
inestimable de monnaies des Piast, réuni par Zygmunt Zakrzewski. 

L’activité du Cabinet fut interrompue par les deux guerres mondiales, mais 
son intégrité put être sauvegardée grace à l'évacuation des fonds; les pertes ne 
depasserent pas les 3% de l’ensemble. 

Au debut de son existence, la section numismatique comportait, outre les 
monnaies et médailles, un ensemble de documents scellés, faisant aujourd’hui 
partie de la section des manuscrits, ainsi qu’une collection de distinctions 
honorifiques, qui passa plus tard a la section militaire. 

Actuellement, on trouve au Cabinet: la collection de monnaies antiques, un 
petit ensemble de monnaies exotiques, ainsi que les collections de médailles, de 
billets de banque et de sceaux. 

La collection de monnaies permet d'illustrer l’histoire de la monnaie euro- 
péenne depuis l'Antiquité jusqu'à la fin du Moyen Age, malheureusement non 
sans de petites lacunes, et celle de la monnaie polonaise. 

L'ensemble de monnaies antiques comprend 6.500 piéces, dont les monnaies 
grecques de la fin du vi" au v° siècle sont les plus anciennes et aussi les plus 
précieuses. Néanmoins, ce sont les monnaies romaines qui constituent la 
majeure partie de l'ensemble. Parmi elles on trouve une collection de mon- 
naies d'Alexandrie, d'une grande valeur historique et artistique. Trés petites, 
par contre, sont les collections de monnaies byzantines et de monnaies celti- 
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ques. Cette dernière, qui compte à peine 40 pièces, est particulièrement inté- 
ressante. Elle est constituée de pièces découvertes dans les environs de Cra- 
covie, représentant probablement la production locale. 

Les monnaies médiévales étrangères forment un ensemble assez nombreux, 
mais peu représentatif. Le Cabinet possède des monnaies allemandes, bohé- 
miennes, anglo-saxonnes et quelques pièces scandinaves, mais les monnayages 
français et italiens ne sont guère représentés. Toutefois, cet ensemble est cons- 
tamment complété par des dons ou des achats. 

L'ensemble de monnaies polonaises ou de pays liés à la Pologne est le plus 
complet de toutes les collections de ce genre. Son fonds principal est constitué 
par la collection d’Emeryk Hutten-Czapski, laquelle fut publiée dans le Cata- 
logue de la collection des médailles et monnaies polonaises du comte Emeric Hut- 
ten-Czapski, vol. 1-5, St-Petersbourg-Cracovie, 1871-1916. Dans cet ensemble 
particulièrement précieux figurent: l’ensemble des premières monnaies des 
Piast, les bractéates de Mieszko III, un sou de Casimir le Grand, les donatives 
de Danzig et de Torun, ainsi que plusieurs exemplaires uniques, comme le 
denier de Bolestaw Chrobry: “GNEZDVN CIVITAS”, la bractéate de Jaksa de 
Kopanica, le ducat de Władysław Łokietek et la piece de 100 ducats de Sigis- 
mond III. Le Cabinet collectionne également les monnaies contemporaines, à 
savoir: les frappes d'essai et les monnaies courantes de la République Populaire 
de Pologne. 

Bien rare est aussi l'ensemble de monnaies originaires de pays liés à la 
Pologne: les monnaies curlandaises, de l'ordre teutonique, saxo-polonaises et 
de dominion. 

Dans la collection de billets de banque, il convient de signaler un ensemble 
rarissime de l'époque de Tadeusz Ko$ciuszko. 

Par son nombre, la collection de médailles se rapproche de celle des monnaies 
antiques. Plusieurs de ces médailles proviennent de la donation Czapski et 
furent publiées dans le catalogue mentionné plus haut. La collection comprend 
les médailles polonaises, ou ayant rapport à la Pologne, à partir du xvi‘ siècle. 
Les plus anciennes sont les médailles de Sigismond le Vieux, de la reine Bona et 
de Sigismond Auguste, exécutées par Jean Marie Padovano et Hans Schwartz. 
Parmi les médailles des xv11" et zw" siècles prédominent celles commémorant 
les régnes ou créées à l'occasion des mariages et victoires royaux ou en l'hon- 
neur de grands héros nationaux. Certaines d'entre elles sont dues à des artistes 
comme Dadler, les Höhn et Buchheim. Les médailles du xrx“ siècle présentent 
une grande variété de sujets: elles furent frappées pour glorifier de célébres 
poétes, écrivains ou peintres, pour commémorer des expositions et des fétes, 
mais aussi sur commande de particuliers, par exemple en l'honneur de leurs 
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ancêtres. Un groupe bien important est formé par les médailles à sujet histo- 
rique, exprimant la nostalgie de l’indépendance perdue. 

Le Cabinet de numismatique collectionne les médailles contemporaines, en 
essayant d'acquérir surtout des œuvres représentatives des principales tendan- 
ces artistiques régnant dans le monde. 

Le Cabinet ne possède pas d'exposition permanente, mais organise des expo- 
sitions temporaires. Ses collections sont accessibles aux chercheurs, sur 
demande. 

Dans le Cabinet, sept personnes se partagent le travail: Doc. dr Stefan Skow- 
ronek (monnaies antiques), M. Jarostaw Bodzek (monnaies antiques et billets 
de banque), M™ Danuta Krawczuk-Biernat (médailles), dr Janusz Reyman et 
M™ Bogumiła Haczewska (monnaies polonaises et étrangères du Moyen Age), 
M™ Elżbieta Korczyńska et M™ Anna Bartnik (monnaies modernes).

Le Musée National de Cracovie possède également des collections de mon- 
naies et médailles dans d'autres de ses sections. Ainsi en trouve-t-on au Depar- 
tement de Czartoryski dans la section de l’Art Antique et dans celle des Arts 
Décoratifs Européens. 

L'ensemble de monnaies antiques de la section de l'Art Antique comprend 
530 pièces. Il fut réuni durant le x1x° siècle. Son dernier propriétaire, le prince 
Auguste Czartoryski l'hérita par sa mere, Maria Ludwika de Krasinski, de ses 
ancétres, surtout de Jan Kazimierz Zawisza, un grand collectionneur. 

Cet ensemble comporte: des monnaies grecques de villes de Grèce, de l'Asie 
Mineure, de l'Italie du Sud et de la Sicile, du vi au 1117 siècle av. J.-C., des 
monnaies romaines de l'époque de la République et de l'Empire romain (la 
majeure partie), ainsi que des monnaies du monde hellénistique. 
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Les monnaies romaines républicaines furent publiées par M. Lestaw Mora- 
WIECKI: Ancient Coins, 1. The Coins of the Roman Republic, The National 
Museum in Cracow, Catalogues of the Collection, vol. II, Cracow, 1982. 

La collection numismatique de la section des Arts Décoratifs Européens 
compte à peu pres 2.600 monnaies depuis le Moyen Age jusqu’à la période 
d’Entre-deux-guerres et 1.200 médailles du xvi“ siècle aux années 20-30 du xx“ 
siècle, dont le fonds principal est constitué par des pièces polonaises ou concer- 
nant la Pologne. Les exemplaires étrangers, d’ailleurs peu nombreux, ne for- 
ment pas d'ensemble homogene. 

La collection de médailles polonaises de l’époque d’avant le démembrement 
de la Pologne, au xvii siècle, est probablement basée sur la collection de 
Tadeusz Czacki achetée en 1819 par Adam Jerzy Czartoryski. 

Malheureusement, pendant la seconde Guerre mondiale, la collection numis- 
matique des Czartoryski subit plusieurs pertes. Les Allemands emportérent 
presque toutes les monnaies et médailles frappées en or (377 piéces). 

Jadwiga BEZWINSKA 
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THE NUMISMATIC COLLECTION OF THE ARCHAEOLOGICAL AND 
ETHNOGRAPHICAL MUSEUM, LODZ 


The Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum in Lodz dates back to 
January 1“, 1931, when the Municipal Ethnographic Museum with its archaeo- 
logical department was established. During the Second World War, when 
Lodz was incorporated into the German Reich, the occupation authorities rear- 
ranged the museum into a “Stádtisches Museum für Vorgeschichte". After the 
liberation in 1945 two separate museums were founded: the Municipal Prehis- 
toric Museum and Municipal Ethnographic Museum, amalgamated in 1956 
into the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum. 

The first numismatic items in the pre-war Municipal Ethnographical 
Museum were acquired in 1935: they were hoards of Roman coins from locali- 
ties in Central and Eastern Poland. Next, several single finds of Roman dena- 
rii were either donated or sold to the museum. At the outbreak of the Second 
World War the initial numismatic collection numbered c.375 ancient and 
early medieval coins, mainly from finds, of which only 130 survived in 1945 to 
make a new starting point in the Municipal Prehistoric Museum. The archaeo- 
logical profile of the museum influenced the nature of its numismatic collec- 
tion. The coins, especially those from antiquity and early middle ages, were 
regarded as important material evidence of the past, since the significance of 
the finds was thus enhanced. This standpoint maintained by the museum ې‎ 
director prof. dr K. Jazdzewski protected the hoards from being broken up and 
their contents classified according to types, a practice still unfortunately follow- 
ed in some coin rooms. Archaeological field work greatly increased the number 
of coins found and soon these became the essential element of the numismatic 
collection. These finds have been recorded mainly in Poland, but also were 
made in the Near East (c. 500 Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins) by Polish 
servicemen during the war. As the numismatic collection grew the Numisma- 
tic Department was founded in 1948, run by mgr A. Gupieniec, and after his 
retirement in 1979 by mgr J. Pininski. In the last 40 years the museum has 
fortunately saved about 300 single coin finds and about 100 hoards (some of 
the latter only in fragments). To mention only the larger and more important 
hoards: Roman coins from an uncertain locality (564 coins), Tokary (433), 
Drzewicz Nowy (29+), Besiekierz Nawojowy (26+), and Nietulisko Male 
(91+), Arabic dirhams from Klukowicze (943), European denarii from Leznica 
Mala (621), Görzyce (1.186), Lask (418), Olesnica (378 and 227 fragments), 
Plock (530), Stryjewo Wielkie (59 +), Hacksilver from Ruda (7 kg), late medie- 
val pieces from Plesy (433), modern coins from Klasak Duzy (234), Slowik 
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(703), Piotrköw Trybunalski (300), Zgierz (225), Lowicz (546), Brzeziny (322), 
Bukowinka (301), Turek (464), Jezow (1.921), Kociszew (862), Grodziec (633), 
Kowale (1.313), Stryköw (695), environs of Kielce (3.137). These now consti- 
tute the largest and most representative selection of the hoards and individual 
finds made in Poland covering antiquity to the present century; they serve 
academic purposes both in Poland and abroad. We should add that many 
hoards from various other museums in Poland have been studied and catalo- 
gued in the Numismatic Department of the Archaeological and Ethnographi- 
cal Museum in Lodz. 

Many of the coin hoards and single finds have already been published by A. 
Gupieniec, A. Mikotajezyk, M. Mielczarek, K. Natkanski and J. Pininski. A. 
Mikołajczyk has been the Polish contributor to Coin-Hoards. As far as the 
books devoted to the finds in the museum’s collection are concerned, one 
should mention Skarb monet arabskich z Klukowicz powiat Siemiatycze by M. 
Czapkiewicz, A. Gupieniec, A. Kmietowicz, W. Kubiac (1964), the inventories 
of the early medieval coin finds in Central Poland and Mazovia: Wczesnosred- 
niowieczne skarby srebrne z Polski srodkowej, Mazowsza i Podlasia by A. Gupie- 
niec and T. & R. Kiersnowscy (1965), of the modern coin hoards in Poland: 
Skarby monet z lat 1500-1649 na obszarze PRL by M. Meclewska and A. 
Mikotajczyk (1983) with the next volume (covering the hoards buried in 1650- 
1944) in press, of the coin finds from Lodz province: Znaleziska numizmatyczne 
na terenie województwa lódzkiego by A. Mikotajczyk (1988), then the study of 
the pottery dated by the coin hoards in Poland: Naczynia datowane skarbami 
monet XIV-X VIII w. na ziemiach polskich by A. Mikotajezyk (1977) and that 
of the monetary circulation in Central Poland: Obieg pieniezny w Polsce srodko- 
wej w wiekach od XVI do XVIII by A. Mikolajczyk (1980), finally the history 
of numismatic discoveries in Poland: Z dziejow odkryé numizmatycznych w 
Polsce by A. Mikołajczyk (1985). 

Over the last decade, the systematic collections of coins have been conside- 
rably enlarged and completed. There are more than 1.600 Greek, about 3.500 
Roman and over 300 Byzantine coins, derived from the systematic series and 
from nearly 100 single finds and 30 fragments of larger hoards. These form the 
earliest part of the collection. About 1980, a project aiming at the complete 
publication of the museum’s numismatic collections was considered, and as a 
result a new journal—the numismatic and conservation series of Prace i Mate- 
rialy Muzeum Archeologicznego i Etnograficznego w Lodzi (PracMat) edited by 
A. Mikotajczyk came into being in 1981, to supplement the previous archaeolo- 
gical and ethnographic series of PracMat. The Graeco-Bactrian, Geto-Dacian, 
Bosphoran, Alexandrian, Roman Republican and early Imperial coins have 
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already been published by M. Mielczarek, A. Mikołajczyk, K. Natkanski and J. 
Pininski. 

The efforts leading to complement and develop the systematic collections 
have been focused on the Polish series. Most, though of course not all, of the 
early medieval types of the Piast denarii and bracteates have been acquired, 
ranging from the reign of Mieszko I to the division of Poland into provinces in 
the 12” and 13" centuries. A parcel of the so-called G. Soubise-Bisier hoard of 
denarii from the latter period was recently published by J. Pininski. The 
modern Polish series were greatly enlarged recently with talers and ducats 
from the late 16" to the early 19" century. A survey of the Polish gold in 
foreign coin rooms was published by A. Mikotajezyk, and a list of Polish gold 
coins (14° to early 19" century) in Polish museums was published by various 
authors in PracMat. The museum's coin collection was used by A. Mikołajczyk 
in his book Einführung in die neuzeitliche Münzgeschichte Polens published by 
the Archaeological and Ethnographical Museum in Lodz (1988). Finally some 
rare proof coins from 1919-1939 have been acquired. 

The foreign series have also been enlarged, especially those representing 
neighbouring monetary zones, like Russia or Germany. A. Mikołajczyk publish- 
ed Anglo-Saxon and later medieval British coins in Polish museums as the 37" 
volume of the Sylloge of Coins of the British Isles (1987). 

The paper currency collection contains early notes of China, Norway, Italy, 
France, United States and Poland, as well as European and overseas issues of 
the 19" to mid-20" centuries. Recently, emergency notes from the area of 
Poland have been added. A small collection of medals, badges and decorations 
illustrates primarily the local history of Lodz and environs. In the first months 
of Martial Law imposed in Poland on December 13", 1981, and introducing 
severe measures against the free trade unions, the museum secured a fine 
collection of “Solidarity” badges. A few unique specimens concern the Second 
World War: two lithographic stones for Lodz emergency notes issued during 
the campaign of September 1939 and the Lodz ghetto mint-die for the 10 
marks coin 1943. 

In total the numismatic collection amounts now to about 40.000 coins, about 
2.500 medals, badges and decorations, about 12.000 notes and 220 other 
objects (pots, ornaments, weights, seals, coin balances etc.). There is also the 
record section and numismatic library. 

From its very beginning the Numismatic Department arranged permanent 
and temporary ‘exhibitions in order to demonstrate monetary history to visi- 
tors and to encourage the interested public to collaborate in ensuring that coin 
finds were brought intact to the proper authorities. For many decades these 
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exhibitions were the only ones in the whole of Poland. A permanent display, 
opened in 1978, presents the history of coinage and notes throughout the 
world, but now needs to be revised. Temporary exhibitions, brought in from 
abroad as well as loaned to other domestic an foreign museums, have been 
related to monetary circulation, important historical events and new acquisi- 
tions. Most of them have been supplied with posters and printed guides : Prze- 
wodnik po Dziale Numizmatycznym Muzeum Archeologieznego w Lodzi (1954) 
and Przewodnik - wystawa numizmatyczna (1971) by A. Gupieniec, Dzieje pie- 
niadza metalowego (1977) and Dzieje pieniadza papierowego (1977) by A. 
Mikotajezyk, Numizmatyczne skarby Hawany (1978) by A. Amor, La circula- 
ción monetaria en Polonia desde el siglo XVII hasta principios del siglo XIX 
(1980), Wezesnosredniowieczne skarby srebrne w Polsce (1982) and its Czech ver- 
sion Ranéstredovéké polské poklady mincí a zlomkového stříbra (1982), Pieniądz 
czasów wojennych XVIII-XX w. (1986) all by A. Mikołajczyk. Recent tempo- 
rary exhibitions have been devoted to the 70" anniversary of the regaining of 
Poland's independance in 1918 (1988) and the 50" anniversary of the outbreak 
of the Second World War in 1939 (1989). 

In 1981 the Inter-Museum Numismatic College uniting the representatives of 
the coin rooms in the Polish museums was founded in the Archaeological and 
Ethnographical Museum in Lodz and a few years later, as the promotion of 
numismatics in museums proceeded, the college was approved by the Polish 
National Committee of the International Council of Museums. A specialist 
Committee of Numismatic Collections was established with A. Mikołajczyk as 
its president, and its secretariat in the Numismatic Department of the Ar- 
chaeological and Ethnographical Museum in Lodz. The museum began to 
publish the new journal Sprawozdania Numizmatyczne, reporting on the annual 
numismatic acquisitions of the Polish museums, edited by A. Mikołajczyk (7 
volumes covering the period 1981-1987). Besides the quarterly and later 
semiannual working sessions of the Committee of Numismatic Collections, 
arranged each time in a different museum, symposia have been held in Lodz 
(History of numismatic collections in the Polish museums) and in Włocławek 
(Monetary circulation in antiquity, middle ages and modern period) with the 
proceedings published in PracMat. Future working sessions and another sym- 
posium are in preparation. 

Andrzej MIKOŁAJCZYK 
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THE NUMISMATIC COLLECTION OF THE ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
MUSEUM, ZAGREB 


As early as 1935 Professor Viktor Hoffiller (1877-1954) claimed that little 
new can be published concerning Greek and Roman numismatics without, to 
certain extent, calling on the material of the Zagreb collection (HOFFILLER 
1935: 155-156). Many years have since elapsed, but this claim seems to be as 
true now, in spite of the many misfortunes that the collection has suffered 
since the end of the World War One. It was then that the systematic purchase 
of coins from all over Europe ended and soon afterwards Professor Josip 
Brunsmid (1858-1929), the last director able to enlarge and work systemati- 
cally on the collection died. Only Professor Josip Klemenc (1898-1967) devot- 
ed some of his many-sided activities to the coins in the cabinet. Until some 
twenty years ago there was no professional numismatist employed in the 
museum at all. 

The collection is considerable even by world standards. It managed to sur- 
vive the dangers of the World War Two thanks to the caution of the then 
museum directors, of Viktor Hoffiller and Mirko Seper, who in 1941 and 1944 
hid the most valuable coins and medals as well as all the gold. In 1947 the 
Archaeological Museum was forced to move from the buildings of the Yugoslav 
Academy of Sciences and Arts into the Vranyczany mansion, situated on the 
same square, which, on the long run, proved to be a better solution. Since at 
the time conditions were not favourable for the housing and display of the 
coins, the entire collection was carefully packed by Ivica Degmedžić and her 
assistants and deposited in the vaults of a bank, where it remained inaccessible 
for many years, but not forgotten. In the fifties and sixties certain dangerous 
ideas developed in various Zagreb museums and among members of the Croa- 
tian Numismatic Society, according to which the numismatic collection was to 
be divided in the following way: medals to the Modern and Strossmayer Galle- 
ries and the Museum of Croatian History, and mediaeval and modern coins to 
the Museum of Croatian History. Greek and Roman coins were to be left in the 
Archaeological Museum. This irrational division, entirely opposed to the col- 
lection’s genesis, was fortunately prevented by the director of the Archaeologi- 
cal Museum Professor Duje Rendié-Miotevié. In 1963 a volume of Numizma- 
tiéke vijesti, published by the Croatian Numismatic Society, was devoted to the 
Zagreb collection (10/1963, 19), and contained various articles dealing with 
almost every problem, as well as with its future organization. 

In 1966 the entire collection was transported to the museum building into 
the newly adapted premises in the ground floor. Since then there have been 
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sustained efforts at systematization, revision and publication. In 1977 a choice 
of the most interesting material was presented to the general public in the only 
permanent numismatic exhibition in the country. In one room coin hoards 
were shown and in another Greek, Celtic, Roman Republican and Roman 
Imperial coins and also Byzantine, of the Southern Slavonic states, Hungary, 
Venice and finally some medals. 

The Zagreb collection was begun in the second decade of the 19" c., in the 
then newly founded National Reading Room and later housed in the Croatian 
National Museum (BAUER 1963; GonENc 1963: 23-25). The latter was officially 
founded by the Croatian Diet in 1836, but it only began working in 1846—its 
statute was confirmed by the King in 1866. 

The oldest items in the Zagreb collection come from the coin collection of 
Balthasar Adam Kercselics de Korbavia (1715-1778), Canon of the Zagreb 
Chapter, who bequeathed it to Faculty of Law (Pravoslovna Akademija). In 
1830 the same Faculty acquired some more ancient coins: finally, in 1850 by 
decree of the Banal Council more than 5000 specimens were incorporated in 
the National Museum. 

One of the early Maecenates of the National Museum was Pavao Keresztury, 
who presented to it the bulk of his coins, once in the possession of Aleksandar 
Alagovié de Rakitovec (1760-1837), Bishop of Zagreb (LyuBié 1870: 4; VINSKI- 
GASPARINI 1966: 8-11). We know the names of many donors from the thirties 
and forties of the 19" century—and from then on to the forties and fifties of 
this century. In our times donors have become extremely rare. 

The very first curator of almost all the museum collections, including the 
coins and medals, was Dragutin Rakovec (1813-1854). In 1843 his work was 
continued by Major Mijat Sabljar (1790-1865), who also compiled the first 
museum inventories and enriched almost every collection with items from his 
own collection. His meticulous inventories of the numismatic collection, partly 
preserved, can still be used for the identification of many specimens. Sabljar 
also kept a record of the sites where the coins had been discovered, if known to 
him. He also compiled yearly lists of material presented. In 1846 the mansion 
of Count Karlo Drašković was bought to house the collections. In the same 
year the numismatic collection was enriched by the Leopold Welzl von Wellen- 
heim collection from Vienna; in 1847 there were more than 320 donors with 
c. 7000 specimens. Sabljar came and left the museum on several occasions, to 
be officially nominated permanent keeper of the numismatic collection in 
1850. The entire collection was estimated at about 28.000 coins and medals in 
1854. The last period of Sabljar’s presence in the museum lasted from 1862 to 
his death in 1865. 
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His worthy successor was Don Simeon Ljubié (1822-1896), the first fully 
trained historian and archaeologist, who was museum director between 1867 
and 1892. Not only did he enlarge the coin collection, but he also published 
many books and articles which, in spite of their shortcomings, are still quoted 
in numismatic literature. Thus he published lists of some Greek and Roman 
coins from the systematic collection (LJUBIĆ 1870; 1879-1892; 1886; 1890) and 
several important hoards from various periods. 

A numismatist and archaeologist of world reputation, Professor Josip Bruns- 
mid (1858-1929) was appointed new museum director in 1893. His activities 
were many, his capacity incredible, his knowledge profound, ranging from 
Prehistory, Greek and Roman through Mediaeval archaeology, history of art, 
preservation of monuments to epigraphy and numismatics—the last being his 
favourite field. At the same time he taught at the university, edited and 
published extensively. In 1899 he presented his own numismatic collection of 
more than 9000 specimens to the museum. He systematically enlarged the 
numismatic collection by acquiring every hoard he could get hold of and by 
carefully studying the numismatic market in order to buy every specimen of 
interest for the Zagreb museum. He had carte blanche with the Government’s 
Department of Divinity and Education. Brun&mid started new inventories of 
the numismatic collection: by the time he died he had catalogued more than 
77.000 coins and medals. He is the author of many numismatic articles and 
treatises, which furnish invaluable data. His work on inscriptions and coins of 
Greek cities in Dalmatia was published in Vienna in 1898 (BRUNSMID 1898). 
Brunšmid edited the New Series of the periodical of the Croatian Archaeologi- 
cal Society (founded in 1878), Vjesnik Hrvatskog arheoloskog drustva, and 
published there extensive information concerning forty coin hoards of various 
periods. His was the golden age of the Zagreb numismatic collection. 

Brun&mid's collaborator and successor both as museum director and profes- 
sor of Classical Archaeology at the University of Zagreb was another Viennese 
student, Viktor Hoffiller. He excelled in many disciplines, including numisma- 
tics, but he found little time to dedicate to this field. However he published a 
few articles on coins and tried very hard to enlarge the collection—this was not 
an easy task, because funds had to be begged from the ministry in Belgrade 
each time. Thus Hoffiller managed to acquire two major private collections 
—that of Benko Horvat (1873-1955), the founder and president of the Croatian 
Numismatic Society and the collection of Richard Schwieger—also many indi- 
vidual coins and medals, as well as hoards or parts of hoards (for instance 
Samobor, Niska Kamenica, Stolac/Trijebanj etc.) On two occasions Hoffiller 
gave a current survey of the Zagreb Collection (HOFFILLER 1910; 1935). Bet- 
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ween 1923 and 1941 the museum employed another fine archaeologist, and to a 

certain extent numismatist, Professor Josip Klemenc (1898-1967), the author 

of several articles dealing with coin hoards. Klemenc continued filling Bruns- 

mid’s inventories and prepared many other hoards for publication, which was 

prevented by the war. 

The Zagreb numismatic collection numbers more than 260.000 items: metal 
coins, paper money, medals, tokens, plaquettes, badges etc. Most of the coins 
were found in what is now Yugoslavia, particularly Croatia, either individually 
or in hoards. It is divided into six groups: 

. Greek, Colonial and Celtic coins, Nos. 1-10.913; 

. Roman Republican coins, Nos. 1-2.512; 

. Roman Imperial coins, Nos. 1-37.874; 

. Byzantine coins, Nos. 1-2.066; 

. Mediaeval and Modern coins, medals, etc., Nos. 1-43.820; 

. Main Inventory Book (groups and parcels of material, according to its pro- 
venance or sites; duplicates, material of minor interest), Nos. 1-2.247 
(164.438 specimens). 

The value of this collection lies in the Celtic, Graeco-Illyrian, Greek and 

Provincial issues of the Roman Empire (Dacia, Moesiae, Thracia, etc.), the rich 

Roman Imperial series, coins of the Southern Slavs, of Hungary and Venice. 

There are also many valuable medals (Italian Renaissance, Holy Roman 

Empire, Austria and Hungary, local masters). Of the many hoards some have 

been published, many more are being studied. 

Only two curators have had charge of the entire collection: Zdenka Dukat 
(since 1965) and the present author (since 1973). The late Ivica Degmedzié 
(1910-1988) and the former director Professor Duje Rendié-Mioëevié were only 
partly involved in the activity of this department. 

The actual problems of the Numismatic Department are threefold: insuffi- 
cient staff, space and depositary, scarcity of up-to-date literature and the lack 
of a laboratory for cleaning the material, making plaster casts and photo- 
graphs. The growth of the collection has also become very slow. 
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
